Trains, Wsets Halted

Roads Blocked by Drifts 


CHICAGO, Jan. 8.—(/)—Blizzards, 

fog, rain, sleet and icy winds crip- 
pled the western half of the nation 
today. 

Many trains and busses were halt- 
ed or delayed. Schools were closed. 
Drifts blocked highways. Air travel 
was greatly impaired. 

The worst storm of the season de- 
posited as much as 10 inches of snow 
in southern Minnesota. A ‘30-mile 
wind raised six and eight-foot drifts 
in northwestern Iowa. All. roads 
were blocked in eight counties. 


The fall measured up to 11 inches | 


at Omaha, to a half-foot in’ eastern 
Kansas and to four inches in Okla- 
homa. Most of eastern South Da- 
kota’s highways were impassable. 
Snow plows were brought out in cen- 
tral Wisconsin...

Sources close to the French gov- 
ernmen: said that since the outbreak 
of the Spanish civil war France has 
been preparing for the possibility it 
would be necessary to intervene in 
Spanish Morocco. 

They declared France and Great 
Britain would do their utmost to get 
an agreement in writing quickly to 
end the flow of men and munitions 
to Spain. 

Both London and Paris are anx- 
ious, it was said in these quarters, 
to have the agreement in operation 
before January 30, the fourth anni- 
versary of Adolf Hitler's acceptance 
of the German chancellorship. 

On that date, say some reports, the 
Reichsfuehrer may turn over many 
of his powers to Air Minister Her- 
mann Wilhelm Goerirg, who, it is 
thought in some circles, may change 
German foreign policy. 

In some quarters the belief was 
voiced that under the treaty of March 
20, 1912. between France and the 
Sultan of Morocco, and the Franco- 
Spanish treaty of November 27, 1912, 
France has the right to take military 
action to prevent the landing of for- 
eign troops in any part of the Sul- 
tan’s domain, including Spanish Mo- 
rocco, 

(The sultan is the nominal ruler 
of all Morocco, but France and Spain 
actually administer affairs in their 
respective zones.) 

Foreign office officials refused to 
comment on this opinion until they 
had made a thorough study of the 
question. 

Ray of Hope Seen. 

The foreign office, however, saw a 
ray of hope in the German and Ital- 
ian acceptance of a proposed ban on 
foreign volunteer enlistments in the 
Spanish civil war—the acceptance 
conditioned upon similar action by all 
other European nations.

“Without such co-operation on the 
part of the employers, the question 
of a balanced budget for 1938 must 
of necessity remain an open one for 
the very good reason that this gov- 
ernment does not propose next year, 
any more than during the past four 
years, to allow American families to 
starve.” 


Mr. Roosevelt’s budget message, 
covering especially the 12 months be- 
ginning next July 1, but including 
also requests for money to carry re- 
lief through June 30, was read to 
both senate and house by clerks. No 
new taxes were asked. 

Congress Warned. 

Besides emphasizing the responsi- 
bility of business to absorb the job- 
less, the President warned the over- 
whelmingly Democratic congress: 

“If new legislation imposes any 
substantial increase in expenditures 
either in the expansion of existing 
or the creation of new activities, it 
becomes a matter of sound policy si- 
multaneously to provide new revenue 
sufficient to meet the additional cost.” 

In terming the 1938 budget “in 
balance,” the President allowed $1,- 
537,123,000 for the year’s relief costs 
and excepted a $401,515,000 appropri- 
ation law required for debt reduction. 

But he stressed that “If improve- 
ment in economic conditions contin- 
ues at the present rate,” the govern- 
ment would “be able to attain in 19389 
a completely balanced budget with full 
provision for meeting the statutory 
requirement for debt reduction.” 

Final figures on relief outlays were 
withheld until later. Mr. Roosevelt 
said about $650,000,000 of additional 
funds would be needed to carry ou 
work relief through June 30. 

Including the estimated relief sum, 
expenditures for the 1938 period 
would aggregate $7,694,000,000 — a 
drop of $786,000,000 under projected 
outlays for the eurrent fiscal year. 

Business Gains Cited. 

Mr. Roosevelt, citing generally im- 
proving business conditions, forecast 
next year’s receipts at $7,293,000,000. 

Thus, eliminating $401,515,000 of 
debt retirement from the expend:ture 
column, income would match outgo for 
the first time since 1930. 

The budget provided funds for no 
new governmental! activities, it refer- 
red to a promised message on admin- 
istrative reorganization which Mr. 
Roosevelt said “will undoubtedly re- 
sult in some saving in expenditures.” 

To keep present revenue channels 
open, the executive recommended ex- 
tension of a group of miscellaneous 
taxes scheduled. to expire next June 
and July. He urged that levies which 
automatically would be reduced next 
June be retained at current rates. 

The predicted increase in public 
debt from $34,405.163,000 today to 
$35,026,000,000 in six months was at 
tributed in part to the request for a 
supplemental appropriation of $790.- 

.000—$650,000.000 for relief and 
activities of the Resettlement Admin- 
istration; the remainder for relief ob- 
ligations to be created this year and 
paid next. 

Included also was a request for 
$100,000,000 to finance projected ex- 
tension of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps from March 31 to June 30. 
Funds also were provided for the CCC 
in 1938, and Mr. Roosevelt recommend- 
ed that congress make the corps a 
permanent government agency. 

The budget envisioned liquidation 
of the Public Works Administration 
as such providing only $10.000.000 for 
administrative expenses in 1938.

“the expected increase in revenue and 
decrease in expenditures for relief 
both reflect the general. improvement 
which has taken place in the general 
economic conditions of the country.” 

The projected $1,465,456,000  up- 
turn in receipts over the current year 
to $7,293,607.000 would result largely 
from an anticipated 41 per cent gain 
in income tax collections. 

The President said the 1936 revenue 
act “gives every indication of satisfac- 
torily accomplishing” its purposes. 
These aims were listed as replacement 
of revenue lost through processing tax 
invalidation, amortization of the bonus 
and equalization of tax burdens. 

On the expenditure side, the budg- 
et provided $5,8141.968,000 for regular 
government operations. This would be 
$740,821,000 higher than the estimate 
for this year if bonus outlays were ex- 
cepted. 

Increase Costs Cited. 

The boost was attributed to increas- 
ed social security requirements, addi- 
tional expenditures for general pub- 
lic works and greater spending for na- 
tional defense. The national defense 
item included funds for starting con- 
struction of two new battleships. 

With the $1,537,.123.000 work relief 
outlay, aggregate expenditures for “‘re- 
covery and relief’ next year would to- 
tal $1,853,154,000, or $963,003,000 un- 
der this year’s estimate. 

If spending were held to the esti- 
mates, the administration would bor- 
row no new money in 1937-38. 

For this year, the public debt will 
rise $1,248,000,000, only partially re- 
flecting a gross debt of $2,652.654,000. 
The difference was accounted for by 
deduction of debt retirements from the 
gross deficit and the use of $900,- 
000,000 from the treasury’s cash bal- 
ance for deficit financing. 

The debt estimates did not take into 
account treasury. borrowing to carry 
out its gold “sterilization” program— 
a policy recently inaugurated to les- 
sen the inflation possibilities in gold 
imports.

CONGRESS MAY REVISE 
POWERS OF U.S.COURTS 


Law Providing for Impeach- 


ment of Judges May Be 
Amended. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—(P)—A 
group of bills to revise the powers of 
federal courts, some of them pointed 
at the supreme court itself went into 
the house hopper today. 

Representative Sumners, Democrat, 
Texas, chairman of the house judi- 
ciary committee, proposed a new meth- 
od of removing federal district judges. 
The house could notify the chief jus- 
tice when it deemed the actions of a 
federal judge warranted his removal. 
The chief justice then would appoint 
three federal circuit judges to pass 
on removal. 

At present judges can be remoyed 
only after impeachment in the house 
and trial in the senate. 

Representative Faddis, Democrat, 
Pennsylvania, introduced a bill pro- 
viding that neither the supreme court 
nor any other federal court should 
pass on the constitutionality of an 
act of congress. 

Representative Walter, Democrat, 
Pennsylvania, proposed to require a 
two-thirds vote of the supreme court 
to invalidate a law. 

A bill to set up a new administra- 
tive court, to handle all cases against 
the government. was introduced by‘ 
Representative Celler, Democrat, New 
York. A similar measure had been 
introduced in the senate by Senator 
Logan, Democrat, Kentucky.

Icy Streets Due Here Tomorrow; 
Few Influenza 


Cases Reported 


A possibility of icy streets in At- 
lanta tonight and tomorrow were pre- 
dicted by weather forecasters, the At- 


lanta Health Department yesterday 
reported fewer cases of influenza this 
year than for the same period last 
year and the year before. 

While other population centers of 
the country reported large numbers of 
influenza cases, the department here 
stated only eight cases have been re- 
ported for the first week of the new 
year, comparing with 27 cases in 1936 
and 245 in 1935. 

The weather prospect today is for 
continued rain and mist, much like 
yesterday's weather, with temperatures 
dune to start at 45 degrees this morn- 
ing. Due to cold coming from the 
west, the mercury may drop to 30 
degrees, or below the freezing mark, 
tonight and tomorrow. 

Forecasters at Candler airport 
weather bureau said the “wall of cold” 
was proceeding slowly in this direc- 
tion, and that, until it actually reach- 
ed here, it would be difficult to pre- 
dict if an ice-storm similar to the one 
which caused great damage here last 
winter would occur. 

In this connection, however, it was 
pointed out that much warmer tem- 
peratures than last year prevail gen- 
erally over the eastern seaboard, mak- 
ing for conditions not conducive to an 


ice-storm. It was also stated there is 
a possibility of the rain changing to 
snow, should below-freezing weather 
strike in this area. 

The Georgia Power Company and 
Southern Bell Telephone Company re 
ported they did not anticipate a havoc- 
wreaking ice-storm or an emergency 
such as occurred last year, when hun- 
dreds of extra men were placed on 
duty repairing damage. 

Mist and rain have grounded com- 
mercial planes at Candler airport, it 
was revealed last night. The first ship 
to move in three days was an Eastern 
Air liner, bound from New Orleans 
to New York. This plane, however, 
was grounded by bad weather later 
yesterday at Spartanburg. No ship of 
Delta Air lines has moved from here 
in three days. 

Weather reports from other sections 
of the country revealed temperatures 
as low as zero at Amarillo, Texas. 
Snow fell in the middle west, from 
Wisconsin, through Iowa and Mis- 
souri. Sleet and freezing rains were 
also reported yesterday in southern 
Missouri and as far south as central 
Texas. 

Records of the health department 
showed that a total of 377 influenza 
cases were reported here in 1936. The 
total for 1935 was 1,716 cases, and 
the total number in 1934 was 973 
cases.

A LITTLE SATURDAY TALK. 

A month or so ago I wrote several! 
stories about coal, and in one of them 
I told the names of some of the world's 
leading coal-producing nations. The 
list was based on the average over a 
period of years, and in it I did not 
include the name of Russia. 

A reader has written to ask about 
Russia’s rank in coal production, so 
I shall epeak of it today. Until the 
last few years, Russia has ranked far 
behind some other nations, but the 
late figures have shown big gains. 

If we take late figures for a single 
year, the rank of the nations remain 
almost the same as the average over 
a period of years—except for Russia. 
Russia has risen from seventh place 
to fourth place, with only the United 
States, Great Britain and Germany 
ahead of her. France, Poland and 
other countries have been left behind. 
The Russian coal output has more 
than doubled in the past five years. 
Russia has made even greater gains 
in the iron and steel industry. In 
the last six years her iron and steel 
production has increased to about 
three times what it was at the begin- 
ning of that period. The United 
States still ranks firet in this field. 
but Russia and Germany are running 
a hard*“race for second place, with 
Great Britain a strong fourth.
